“ They (the Mafia) are not 
firm ly e n tre n c h e d h e r e ,” 
said Shaw. “ But Texas is a 
big state It’s a rich state 
It's ready. How well they do, 
how ever, re m a in s to be 
seen.” 
Shaw said there was no 
doubt the Mafia had m ade 
inroads into the fruit and 
vegetable business in the Rio 
Grande Valley

Damaging existing trees 
on property under con 
struct ion can be costly 
A large healthy tree is a 
valuable 
and 
often 
irreplaceable asset to any 
property, and often it 
is 
killed or damaged beyond 
repair due to carelessness in 
excavation and construction 
activities 
Tree damage frequently 
results 
from 
lack 
of 
knowledge 
of 
what 
is 
required to protect 
trees 
when the soil around them 
must 
be disturbed 
The 
addition or removal of soil 
around an established tree 
so change the delicate 
can 


relationship between the soil 
moisture and oxygen content 
in the soil that the tre<- roots 
are damaged or killed

(3* Next. partially fill the new con­ 
tainer w ith sterile soil. ( I) After loosening the soil around the roots, place the plant in position 
and add more soil to fill the pot. Then, pack firmly with your fingers to eliminate any ait 


I rockets which can cause root dam age. Finally, w ate r well until th** soil is thoroughly moist 
\nd. don’t forget to soak clay pots for LM hours prior to use. so (hex will not rob moisture from 
the newly planted roots. Follow this procedure, and any plant will thrive in its new home.

Probably more home plant 
failures are caused by im 
proper watering techniques 
than any other factor This is 
especially true during the 
winter 
months when 
the 
plant growth is very slow 
because of the low light 
intensit ies 
Too 
frequently 
we 
get 
impatient 
and 
apply 
a d ­ 
ditional w ater and fertilizer 
to m ake the plant grow large 
and healthy. Select plants 
for interior landscaping that 
are of a size that will be 
immediately effective Don't 
start with small plants ex­ 
pecting them to grow to 
proper 
size 
under 
indoor 
conditions 
Actually, during periods of 
low light intensity, the plant 
is producing very little food 
and is barely able to remain 
alive let alone grow 
The worst thing to do is to 
over water during periods of 
slow 
growth 
Plant 
roots 
must have air as well as 
water 
If 
the 
soil 
is 
saturated with water, little 
or no oxygen can reach the 
roots. This results in loss of 
the small feeder roots and 
eventually the death of the 
plant 


Never w ater plants by the 
calendar 
Once the soil is 
thoroughly moistened, water 
them only when they need it 
Then supply sufficient water 
so that it runs through the 
potting soil into the saucer 
below. Always discard the 
excess 
w a te r 
from 
the 
saucer. This prevents the 
accumulation of soluble salts 
in the potting soil 
With a little experience, 
the moisture content of the 
soil can be determined from 
its color and feel Plants in a 
cold room need less water 
than those in a warm, dry 
a tm o sp h e re 
Flow ering 
plants and those with much 
foliage require more water 
than those without blooms or 
with very little foliage 
Ii your house plants are 
not growing properly, it is 
probably due to low light 
intensity rather than lack of 
w a ter or fertilizer. 
One 
m ethod of ch eck ing the 
moisture content of the soil 
is to insert a toothpick or 
freshly sharpened pencil into 
the soil If the fresh surface 
comes out dam p with soil 
particles adhering, do not 
w ater If it comes out clean, 
it is time to water.
